An Act for Parks 


D* F. C. BELL, CHAIRMAN OF 
the Garibaldi Park Board, an 
administrative unit operating under 
the specia] Garibaldi Park Act, has 
brought two important points | in 
parks policy to the attention of 
Lands and Forest Minister R. E 
Sommers 

Me suggests provincial 
parks commission be established and 
that it operate under own act. 
Dealing with Garibaldi, he expresses 
the board’s view that change 
should. be made in present arrange- 
ments until adequate provision is 
made for protection as well as de- 
velopment of park areas. 

The value of an independent com- 
mission is debatable. Those who ad- 
vocate such bodies usually buttress 
their cases with ‘a cry to take the 
subject in question out of politics. 
They ignore the point that public 
business is inextricably bound up 
with politics—that parks administra- 
tion, for instance, remains most di- 
rectly responsive to the public will 
only when it is subject to the control 
of the representatives the people 
elect to government.

Drafting of a special act to cover 
parks protection as well as develop- 
ment is something else again. At 
present the provincial parks section 
is a subdivision of the forest service 
Its programs are subject to revision 
by the agency The parks 
division may advise a certain course 
of action.

The impotence of the division 
has been graphically illustrated in 
the last two years in respect to Al- 
can developments at Tweedsmuir 
and the Buttle Lake controversy in 
Strathcona Park—despite the fact 
that the latter was created by a 
special act of the legislature and is 
not a direct responsibility of the 
division. 

What 
needs, it would appear, is not an in- 
dependent commission to run it, but 
an act which would define its powers 
more specifically, giving it more 
authority over the use of park lands 
and adding weight to its arguments 
in discussions on that question.

New Westminster Royals, 
who play here tonight, ‘roped, 
hogtied and branded the cow- 
boys one memorable evening 
last year with a 17-5 victory. 

That's even better than the 
all-time N.HLL. record held by 
Detroit who in 1944 mauled 
the New York Rangers 15-0. 

And if any city puck fans 
think that Edmonton was 
pumping rubber past goalie 
Jerry Cotnoir quick enough 
to make his head swim, perish 
the thought. 

Edmonton only scored five 
goals in five minutes and 20 
seconds and got just seven for 
the third period, which inci- 
dentally ties a league record. 

Because for fast scoring 
you've got to take your hat 


off to the Toronto Maple 
Leafs and New York Ameri- 
«ans. 

Eight goals were scored by 
the two teams in four min- 
utes and 52 seconds, on March 
19, 1938. The Leafs scored 
five and the Americans three. 

Fastest four goals in the 
NHL were racked up in just 
two mjnutes and 10 seconds 
by the Rangers against Chi- 
cago in 1952. 

The National Leaguers, how- 
ever, can't hold a candle to 
the Calgary club, who last 
year against Edmonton hit for 
four goals in the almost un- 
believable elapsed time of 77 
seconds, Archie Scott fired 
three all by himself in the 
space of 47 seconds.

TEN’ COMMANDMENTS FOR- CURLERS 


As these curling articles draw to a close, you will have 
noticed that no mention has been made of many topics that 
curlers everywhere are keenly interested in. Time and space 
have necessarily excluded discussion of employment of strategy 
in curling, sweeping, methods of practice, psychology of team 
play and others too numerous to mention 

This series has been devoted almost exclusively to the 
mechanics of delivery in the hope that curling enthusiasts who 
have had the patience to pursue the series this far will garnex 
a few grains of satisfaction to aid their play and give added 
zest and enthusiasm for a game that offers many challenges 

Just in case you would like a brief resume of the foregoing 
articles, here are the ten commandments for observance of all 
curlers in delivering a stone properly 

. Keep your eyes on the broom. (Your target is the skip's 

broom at the other end of the ice.) 
See that your stone at the start of your backswing is 
lined up with the broom (target 
Let the stane hang from the fingers duri 
. Swing that rock out and ahead 
Follow through 
when it is released 
Keep your right leg stretched well back 
» Use your broom for balance, but keep the straw pointed 
forward and ahead of your body. (Do not ride the broom.) 
Keep all the weight of your body on the right leg during 
the backswing 
. Face your target (the skip’s broom) 
hack 
Don't slide swing .. 
your body and soul 

Certainly—if you practice what has been preached in these 
articles, you wil] ruin your game for a while but not for 
too long, I assure you. Good luck and good curling!

In a prepared statement, the 
B.C. Government Employees” As- 
sociation, bargaining agency for 
the province's 8,500 civil serv- 
ants, said today negotiations 
which started Dec. 1, 1952, had 
bogged down and now were 
stalemated. 

The statement—first-issued by 
the association since fore the 
start of negotiations — came 
from J. F. Maguire,- associa- 
tion’s research director. 

He said the statement was 
prompted. because ofthe hope 
léssness of the present situa- 
jion. At the same time, he re- 
vealed the association had wired 
directly to Premier W. A. C.

Development of Canada’s Art Presented 
'To Women’s Canadian Club by Curator 


“Canada is on the verge of an 
extraordinary development in 
the arts,” Colin Graham, cura- 
tor of the Arts Centre- of 
Greater Victoria, told a well- 
attended meeting of Women's 
Canadian Club at the Empress 
Hotel, Thursday 

In the course of an interesting 
address, he gave a clear and 
comprehensive picture -of the 
development of Canadian paint 
ing. Describing the first stage 
as “almost entirely imitative 
of European traditions,” he 
spoke of the Group of Seven 
and the work of Emily Carr as 
illustrative of the second stage, 
when Canadian artists reflected 
a growing awareness of Canada 
in a fresh approach to their art.
